The 
other explanation is that she at- 
tempted to reach for an oar, which 
slipped off the boat, and which was 
latter seen floating nearly a mile 
from the craft. 
In attempting to 


reach it, it is said, she fell in and 
was unable to get out. 


The former solution, however, is 


thought more feasible, due to the 
fact that an examination of the body 
later, revealed that theze was very 
little water on the lungs, indicating 
that respiration was at a very low 
ebb when she fell into the water.

Elaine Veto Message Says 
Matheson Bill is Espionage 
T 


HE veto message of Gov. 
Elaine on the 
Matheson 


bill follows: 


"I return herewith, without 


my approval, Bill No. 16A. I 
have come to the conclusion 
that it is very defective as an 
enforcement measure, and in a 
communication to the legislature 
on Friday last, I asked that it 
be recalled for correction. 
A 


resolution was offered in the As- 
sembly for that purpose, but on 
motion of the sponsor of the 
bill, the 
consideration of the 


resolution was laid over until 
next Thursday, when it will be 
too late to act on it. This was 
the purpose of the motion. 


"I am therefore called upon to 


sign the bill, 01 refuse it my 
sanction. 


"Had the Matheson bill had 


the careful independent consid- 
eration of the legislature, 
I 


would be constrained to approve 
it, even though it did not meet 
my judgment of what a good 
enforcement law should 
be. 


However, I cannot 
Wink the 


fact which is of, public notoriety, 
that a dictatorial lobby drew t)je 
•bill, had it presented, and de- 
manded its passage without 
change; 
that 
this 
lobby 


bludgeoned members into ac- 
quiescence by a vicious propa- 
ganda 
of 
misrepresentation 


and through appeals to preju- 
dice. The influence of such a 
lobby is equally baneful, wheth- 
er it comes from the profteers, 
the tax-dodgers, 
combinations 


in restraint of trade, 
food 
adulterators, or a political or- 
ganization having its existence 
and financial support at stake. 
Without that lobby a good bill 
no doubt would have reached 
me. 


"The evil effect of the pres- 


ent commercialized traffic 
in 


poisonous liquors may not be 
overstated. It must be sternly 
repressed. The temptation to 
make 'moonshine' for illicit saU 
is great, owing to the east with 
which it can be made, and the 
great profit to be derived'from 
the sale. The public officials— 
judges, district and city attor- 
neys, sheriffs, and other police 
officers—are entitled to the aid 
of the state in suppressing this 
sinister evil. They need a plain, 
unequivocal law, with effective 
penalties to properly enforce it 
Tho federal law provides for 
concurrent jurisdiction of state 
and nation to secure enforce- 
ment of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. To secure concurrent en- 
forcement, tho laws designed to 
end the illicit traffic in liquors 
should run along the same lines 
as the federal law, so that tho

"A jj^xxl enforcement act "will 


have t.-:e <ympathetic assistance 
of the people. An espionage law 
which provides for sying on the 
home and the family life will 
become repulsive, and the reac- 
tion of the people will endanger 
the success of any enforcement 
act 


"There is no difficulty in pass- 


ing a reasonable enforcement 
act such as I have suggested. 
The legislature has plenty of 
time to enact such a law. 
The 


tne^ibers have priven the matter 
sufficient consideration to know 
what is needed, and if it will 
free itself from the sinister in- 
fluences of a pernicious lobby, 
it may yet pnt A creditable law 
on the statutes. 
"The voters of the sta+- by a 


large majority at a referendum 
adopted the present enforce- 
ment, known as the 'Mulherger 
act.' For the reasons that out- 
side influences exerted undue 
pressure, that act is not BO well 
drawn as can bo desired, but its 
general principles have the en- 
dorsement of the people at the 
polls. It should not be disturb- 
ed 8icept to perfect it. 


"In some respects, the Math- 


eson bill is an improvement op- 
en the Mulbe'rger act, but its 
defects far outweigh any im- 
provement. That it is faulty is 
undoubted, and undisputed. If 
approved by me, I am convinc- 
ed there will be no amendments 
to improve or correct it, and 
any failure to enforcement will 
be charged against the public 


" officials, rather than to the In- 


herent weakness of the law. 


"The Matheson bill mates no 


penalty for drunkenness. It 
leaves stalls, booths, and cur- 
tains in permit places,—-a con- 
dition conducive to illicit sale 
and consumption of liquor and 
other immoral practices. 
It 


does not provide a penalty for 
unlawful purchase of liquor; it 
does not provide for automatic 
revocation' of license or permit 
upon conviction for 
unlawful 


sale. 


"The bill permits the manufac- 
ture and sale of flavoring ex- 
tracts for culinary aad flavoring 
purposes only, but does not pro- 
vide that such extracts shall be 
unfit for beverage purposes, as 
does the Volstead, act. This is a 
vital defect, and' is subject of 
great abuse, permitting almost 
unrestrained drunkenness. 


"The bill requires a patient, 


for whom liquor is prescribed by 
& physician, to make an affidavit 
on prescribed 
forms, stating 


many things in detail, among: 
whien that he is more than 
twenty-one years of age, and 
the purposes for which he needs 
the liquor, Manifestly, the doc- 
tor is the'one to determine the 
necessity of any medicine he 
may prescribe for a sick person. 
Manifestly, 
if liquor may be 


used for a medicine, then it may 
be needed by a patient under 
twenty-one years of age, as well 
as for one over that age. And 
it should be apparent to every- 
one that a patient may be too 
ill to make an affidavit in tim« 
to do him any good. 


"The, bill is unnecessarily 
long and involved, »nd for its 
enforcement "red tape' is given 
morg consideration than there 
in means afforded for effective 
enforcement. 


"In a great many respects, it 
is indefinite and uncertain, and 
leaves undefined many impor- 
tant words and phrases which 
produces a great confusion. 


"Any law of this kind should 


be plain and definite, and easily 
understood. 


"It ignores the cast that the 


constitution 
of the 
United 
States and the laws of Congress 
thereunder are the supreme law 
of the land. 


"In some essential particu- 


lars, this bill conflicts with the 
Volstead or National Prohibi- 
tion Law, so that if it becomes 
a law, there will be one law by 
the federal 
government, and 


another law by the state gov- 
ernment, in conflict with each 
other, so that people will not 
know which law to obey. This 
will result in unavoidable confu- 
sion. 


"I repeat that any law on the 


subject of enforcement 
should 


be plain, definite, easily under- 
stood, as brief as possible, and 
i» conformity with the supreme 
law of the land. 


"I deem the reasons set forth 


herein 
sufficient 
to give 
the 


bill my disapproval."

Agriculture is conducting demon- 
strations to determine how mnch it 
costs to raise pigs at weaning; time, 
under average farm conditions. The 
first of the demonstrations was held 
at the home of Theo. J Kurtz, near 
Cedarburg. 


Six Berkshire sows had teen se- 


Wt-nH i.ct *.ti fnr tho Demonstra- 
tion. They were weighed Nov. 15 
about the time of "breeding for their 
spring litters. An account of the 
feed given them from then to the 
time the pigs were eight weeks old, 
was kept. The sows and their pigs 
were weighed separately when the 
pigs were eight weeks old. 


One of the sows lost 
all 
her 


spring litter, but one pig, which was 
put in with the litters of the other 
five. There were in all, five sows 
and thirty-six pigs on which com- 
plete records were kept. 


The cost of the feed from the 


time the sows were bred until the 
pigs were eight 
weeks old, was 


$98.62. Everything was charged at 
full market price. The cost of the 
pigs at weaning time was $2.23 
each. 


The sows gained 263 pounds. This 


gnin was figured as being worth 
7 cents a pound. The books show 
that it cost 5% cents a pound to 
put on this gain, or 1% cents a 
pound piofit 


The outstanding thing of the dem- 


onstration was, that purebred Berk- 
shire pigs could be raised to weigh 
an average of 33-3-3 pounds • 'at a 
cost of ?2.23 each, in Wisconsin, un- 
der average farm conditions. 


The demonstration 
proved that 


Wisconsin farmers can utilize their 
waste dairy products and raise pure 
bred Berkshires at a cost that will 
permit them to sell the culls for 
pork at a profit, and have the test 
for breeding stock, at the same cost.

Wisconsin 
Child 
Labor 


Laws Ranked Among 


Best in Nation 


Wisconsin has again been desig- 


nated as one of the states in which 
child labor permits issued by the 
state authorities will be accepted as 
complying with all requirements of 
the federal child labor tax law. No- 
tice to this effect was given today 
by the commisisoner of internal r.ev- 
enue to the Industrial Commission. 


Wisconsin is again ranked among 


the states having; the best child la- 
bor laws and child labor law admin- 
istration in the country 
through 


this decision of the federal govein- 
ment, the commission reports. 


Undex the Wisconsin law regular 


permits can 'be granted only to chil- 
dren ov«r 14 years and vacatioi. per- 
mits to children over 12 year. Per- 
mits of both kinds are required un- 
til the child has passed his seven- 
teenth birthday. 


There are 7 states in which the 


aire at which regular permits may 
be used is higher than 14, including 
Michigan, Ohio, and California. In 
Wisconsin, completion of the. seventh 
grade, or attendance at school for 
S years is the present requirement 
for a regular permit, eight states 
have a higher educational require- 
ment. Among them arp New York, 
Minnesota, 
and 
California. 
The 


Dahl bill, passed by th^ assembly, 
will raise the Wisconsin standards 
to completion of the eighth grade 
or nine year attendance in school. 
Since such legislation was recom- 
mended by the government, thin _bin 
is exDected to become law, according 
to th'e commission. 


In the first half of 1920 more chil- 


dren between 14 and 17 were em- 
ployed in commercial and industrial 
pursuits in Wisconsin than ever be- 
fore in the history of the state.

He enlisted from Waupaca, 
where he had bcsn principal of the 
high school, and was commissioned 
captain of Co. A., 42nd Wis. Inf., 
sarving with his regiment to the 
close of the war. 
In 1867 he was 


elected professor of mathematics in 
the Platteville Normal School, the 
first normal school established 
in 


the state, arid remained in the 
school until June 1904, in all thirty- 
seven years. He was institute con- 
ductor for the Platteville school for 
nine years, and president for twen- 
ty-three. 


During tie administration of Gov. 


MoGovem he was appointed as pri- 
vate secretary and held it until the 
end of the term in 1914.

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When Will Something Be Done? 


Another Drowning On Lake Mendota; Same Old Story and 


Same Old Alibis. 


„^^^^^^^••••^^•1 


oATURDAY morning another student Bfe was sacrificed in 
»J the cruel waters of Mendota. 
A little more than 48 hours later, yesterday afternoon, 


students with co-eds in the canoes were paddling in the same vi- 
cinity where Engler went down. 
Up above, ominous storm 


clouds seemed to be gathering. The breeze was -beginning to 
whip up waves on the lake. 


In spite of the fact that there were about twenty to twenty- 


five canoes in the vicinity of Picnic Point yesterday afternoon 
when it seemed that a storm might break at any moment the 
students seemed to be entirely oblivious of any impending dan- 
ger, and were making no effort to get to safety. 


A sailboat carrying ten to fifteen students "just for the fun 


of it/' crossed immediately in front of Bernard's big steamer 
and the occupants of the boats laughed merrily at the bttle 
stunt. A mishap might have meant a serious accident. 


University authorities and city officials should begin to 


take some serious action concerning the lake danger. Parents 
will soon refuse to send their sons and daughter to Wisconsin 
if the lake dangers are not minimized immediately. 


The Daily Cardinal in an editorial on the subject says: 


T 


HE lake has claimed its second victim of the year in the death 


of Melvin Bugler. The student body feels deep sorrow at 


the loss of one of its most esteemed men. 


But concurrent with this feeling of sorrow, there is- a feel- 


ing of profound indignation. The vain protestations, the verbose 
utterances, and the slothful inaction of our university and city 
officials in bettering the life-saving facilities of the lake is be- 
ginning to get under the students' skin. How long must the lake 
continue to claim its toll of human lives while our officials sit 
idly by, lament the calamities., and discuss proposed reforms? 


The deplorable inefficiency of our life-saving srevice that 


was brought out at the death of Esther Wepking should have 
been remedied long ago. And what has been done? The city 
council and the university have sought to enlighten us with wise 
utterance, but their actions have not matched .their words. They 
have had good intentions, but they have contributed them to 
the proverbial pavement of the lower world. The time has come 
to make an end of verbosity and good intentions and do some- 
thing. 


Granting that the students in the overturned canoe were 


negligent in failing to provide themselves with life preservers, 
the fact nevertheless remains that they were in the water an 
hour before any attempt to rescue them was made. To be sure, 
as usual, our life-saving service has an alibi. But alibis, in such 
cases, have never yet saved a single life, and they have seldom 
excused the blameworthy. 


There was no one in the watch tower at the time of the ac- 


cident yesterday. There was no aid sent to the overturned canoe 
unta almost an hour after it had captized, and then the aid was 
summoned unofficially and was provided by a private boat 


The situation calls for replacing words with action. The 


•student body demands: 


First, that at least two expert assistants be provided Cap- 


tain IsabelL These assistants must be men thoroughly trained 
in lif e-aving work. 
t 


Second, that, from the time when the first canoe goes out 


in the morning until the last canoe is in at night, there be a 
lookout stationed in the watch tower of the boat-house. 
In 


stormy weather, the shifts of this lookout must be sufficiently 
short to secure the maximum observing efficiency. 


Third, that, in stormy weather, a guard be stationed an the 


westward side of Picnic Point. The surface of the lake lying be- 
yond Picnic Point cannot be properly seen from the university 
shore. This guard should be provided with a small power boat 
that would do for life-saving service. 


Fourth, that means of communication with the life-saving 


force of the university be established at advantageous points 
along the shore. 


Fifth, that a new life-saving power boat be purchased by 


, the university. A single boat is insufficient for a lake the size 
of Mendota. The Cardinal, when the accident occurred yester- 
day, was out of repair, and the life-saving service was using a 
slow launch. Moreover, the Cardinal is a pleasure boat and not 
a life-saving boat. It is unfitted for rough weather. The stu- 
dents demand an additional power boat, and they demand a boat 
adapted to life-saving work. 


The foregoing plan may seem large, but its need has been 


demonstrated in a most costly manner. Failure to provide it 


' (is taking- human lives. 


The life-saving force of Lake Mendota is of concern to both 


the city and the university. Co-operation between the two is 
necessary. This co-operation must take the form of more than 
probs, discussions, and intentions. It must be an appropriation 
that wifl secure men and equipment for life-saving purposes. 
Words or thoc-ghs have never paid tie wages of such men or 
bought such «qoipment, and itbey never wSl. Cold cash speaks 
in this instance.

may concern, Greeting. 
1 recently saw a complaint that 


"Madison milkmen lose many bot- 
tles." 


I also notice that many milk bot- 
tles are used outside of 'Madison, 
which have various names blown in 
tha glass with guarantees of con- 
tents as "pasteurized" by said com- 
panies. 


Upon making inxjniry, I am told: 


The bottles were paid for by so and 
so, when he bought the milk in 
Madison (or bought of the Kennedy 
Co., or Zilisch or other milk com- 
pany). Now then, do the compa- 
nies sell, or permit sale of bottles 
so marked?

stealing) bottles which they had 
so distinctly marked, that whoever 
saw one knew who the owner must 
be.Returning bottles to those who 
sell them to mo, (or charge 10 
cents to insure their return) does 
not make a milk bottle legal tender, 
or convey title to Kennedy's "trade- 
mark", or relieve another mi:k dual- 
er from the offense of selling his 
own milk under a false brand, when 
he uses Kennedy's 
bottles, even 


though Kennedy were so unwise as 
to sell them (which is doubtful). 


Apparently the milk botfle loss 


of Madison is similar to the disap- 
pearing of antos, only on a small 
scale. 
But it might hurt a man 


caught with another's goods bearing 
the owner's name.—M. P. Wheeler, 
Windsor, Wis.
